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Labor and the War 


Touched off by the coal, steel, and rail- 
road wage controversies, the papers and 
news magazines have been carrying on a 
smear campaign against labor, branding it 
unpatriotic, and accusing it of chiselling and 
war sabotage. This is part of a deliberate, 
well planned “stop labor” campaign being 

waged by anti-labor forces in the country in 
an effort to check the continued advance of 
unionism in American industry. 


Secause of the practice of labor unions 
to shelter racketeers in their leadership 
ranks, and because labor organizations re- 
fuse to submit to the same regulations of 
finances and membership that control other 
departments of organized American life, 
there are no doubt some legitimate grounds 
for this anti-labor sweep that has been push- 
ed, under “forced draft,” through the na- 
tion’s press. 


Post War Dynamite But don’t be misled 
by the idea that this anti-labor campaign 
will achieve any lasting results in the way 
of weakening labor’s political and economic 
position. The situation is full of dynamite 
for the post war world, politically and 
economically. Between the Lines maintains 
dependable listening posts in labor’s ranks 
and watches carefully the labor press. There 
is enough gross and malicious deception in 
the anti-labor campaign to create a bitter- 
ness and hatred in the hearts of millions of 
workers,—which in America means millions 
of middle class citizens—that will give this 
country years of the most severe labo: strife 
it has ever known. 


Important Points [Here are the points every 
thinking Christian layman, employer or em- 
ployee, must remember: First, much of the 
present and recent labor-wage strife has 
been caused by the administration’s blunder- 
ing in trying to play up labor’s gains for 
voting strength. Does anybody remember 
today that Madame Perkins is Secretary of 
Labor and that her office should be the axis 
of labor relations? For ten years her office 
has been buried under vote-getting rig-ups 
that all seem now to have collapsed in the 
President’s lap. 

Second, as we have pointed out before, 
the press attacks labor and plays up labor’s 
faults, but plays down or ignores entirely 
the great profits made, even after taxation, 
by the great industrial monopolies that have 
cornered over 70 per cent of the war goods 
production. 

Labor, becoming more consciously aware 
of its strength, will not subside in its de- 
mands unless a more equal distribution of 
profit and production is made, and greater 
proof of sharing and planning with manage- 
ment has been achieved. 


Indian Famine 


In terms of human suffering and misery, 
the biggest story in the current scene con- 
tinues to be the famine in India. The stark 
shame of this situation is that while it 
is admitted that approximately 100,000 
people are dying weekly in India, London

NEARLY ALL HISTORIANS admit that greed has been the moving force behind 
almost every war. This present conflict is no exception. No peace plan can offer 
anything but dreams and propaganda until it faces the evil of selfishness and greed 
in men’s lives.

At the present 
moment, greed seems to be in the ascendancy. Against such trends the Christian mind 
cannot refrain from protest. If we obey those who would have us keep silent, we are 
forsaking Calvary and joining Judas. 


Rubber Cartel at Work 


You will remember that a year or more ago we reported to you the inside story 
of the world rubber monopoly of the Dutch and British imperialists, and told how this 
monopoly, to guard its profits, prevented the United States government from laying 
up a stockpile of rubber. The United States was forced, therefore, not only to invest 
billions in the development of synthetic rubber, but also to divide its meager rubber 
supplies with those who had caused the rubber shortage. These facts, which we gave 
our readers months ago, are now widely recognized in all official circles, but a new 
and equally disturbing situation is developing in the approaching post war rubber situa- 
tion. 

New Facts Here is the story which is quite generally being suppressed: 

1. The Dutch and British rubber monopolists are now working out plans for a 
complete recovery of their strangle hold of the world rubber production. This plan 
includes coordinating American synthetic production in their cartel. 

2. High officials of the American State Department are cooperating with the 
foreign rubber monopolists although it means the sabotaging of the interests of the 
common American people. 

The American tire manufacturers are opposed to the foreign monopoly and would 
fight it if they could, but the Wall Street investment world has common interest with 
the monopoly on an investment basis. As you know, most great Wall Street banking 
houses have important branches in London, with investments there that are interwoven 
with British investments. These powerful interests control much of our State Depart- 
ment. 

Many Washington circles know that the widening split between Vice President Henry 
Wallace and the President, as well as between Wallace and the State Department 
crowd, has been primarily over this and similar issues. Also, the shameful betrayal of 
Sumner Welles was due largely to this question as well as to the cooperation with 
Russia issue. 

3. The rubber monopolists have implemented their plans by the organization of 
an international Rubber Regulation Committee which will control rubber production, 
price and distribution. The plot has been to prevent the United States from having 
an influential place on this body; in this plot the State Department is fully cooperating.

“Inasmuch as recent steps to get official United States representation on the con- 
sumers’ advisory panel of the international [rubber] group have been unsuccessful due 
to the State Department’ s unwillingness to appoint such a representative, observers saw 
‘some ticklish juggling’ in the setting up of the new committee. As the world’s largest 
consumer and foremost producer of the synthetic product, the United States, it was 
said, will demand voting powers on the group second to none.” 

The conflict of ideals which is involved in this war are real, ie, Nazi and Japanese 
militarism versus what measure of Christian democracy we have achieved. All the 
powers of our billion dollar propaganda machine are concentrated on high lighting this 
conflict of ideals. But under the surface, the conflict of economic rivalries and chicanery 
is also real; its presence is ardently and continuously suppressed. There can be no 
lasting peace until the people know.

Non-Violence Among Madmen 


Often have we heard that when the world is full of madmen, the 
only thing left for us to do is to resort to violence. A most im- 
pressive and practical opportunity to test this theory, which is ac- 
cepted by most Christians, has fallen into the hands cf conscientious 
objectors who have been placed in mental institutions as guards «and 
caretakers to alleviate the deplorable conditions caused by the man- 
power shortage. Mental institutions have been particularly hard 
hit because, during a war time boom, men will not work for the 
generally low wages at the unpleasant tasks necessary in the care 
of the mentally afflicted. 

The conscientious objectors have found themselves thrust into 
rooms together with a large group of violent madmen. Former 
guards shad traditionally carried clubs for discipline and self-protec- 
tion. “Now,” said the new guards, “here is our chance to see if 
our faith and ideas are practical. Are we impractical or is the rest 
of the mad, bloody, sad world impractical ?” 

Read the remarkable report of one of these young men as released 
through the Fellowship of Reconciliation : 

“In the institutions in which I worked there were attendants who 
used violence. A number were heartless and brutal. Others ruled 
by fear but seldom really hurt a patient. It was obvious that the 
hospital authorities were well informed of what was going on, but 
to fire a man because he almost certainly broke a patient’s arm, as 
in one case I helped to treat, would leave the institution that much 
more undermanned. In the face of manpower shortages, replace- 
ments are impossible. 

“As a matter of record, ne patient is ever injured in such a 
hospital except by ‘accident’ cr as ‘the result of a fall. Strangely 
enough when the COs were introduced jnto one of the hospitals the 
number of ‘accidents’ decreased 40 per cent in three months’ time! 

“One conscientious objector assigned to the violent ward refused 
to take the broomstick offered by another guard. When he entered 
the ward the patients crowded around asking, ‘Where is your broom- 
stick?’ He said he thought he would not need it. ‘But suppose 
some of us gang up on you?’ The CO guessed they wouldn’t do 
that, and started talking about other things. Within two or three 
days the patients were seen gathered around the unarmed attendant, 
telling him their troubles. He felt much safer than the guard who 
had only his broomstick for company. 

“Francis was one of three hundred patients in a big day-room. 
He would go into tantrums if he couldn’t get his own way and would 
scratch and bite anyone who attempted to control him. Sometimes 
another patient inadvertently would get in his way and Francis would 
bite his ear. This was no gentle bite. One patient had a piece of 
ear an inch long hanging down as a result of such an encounter. I 
tried earnestly but unsuccessfully to reach Francis. One of my 
hands still carries a scar from his scratching and he almost had my 
hand in his mouth more than once, grabbing it to try to bite it. No 
one on that shift was able to make any headway with him. Then 
came another shift and a CO who greeted Francis with a cheery 
word and an arm thrown around his shoulder. There were no tan- 
ume all morning. 


“Tust before lunch, however, it looked as though we were in for 
trouble again. Francis was trying to say re but no one was 
able to make out his mumblings. Francis’ face began to work and 
he trembled all over. The CO put a hand on his shoulder: ‘Wait 


a minute, Francis. I didn’t understand what you were telling me. 
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Say it again more slowly.’ Francis tried again. ‘Oh, you want 
your clothes fixed?’ Francis vigorously nodded his head. The CO 
fixed the offending apparel so it would cause no more trouble. 
Then he put his arm across Francis’ shoulder, drew those great teeth 
down to his ear so as to hear him better, and visited with him for 
fifteen minutes. It struck me that if there was one safe ear in 
that room it was the ear of the man who was Francis’ only friend. 

“Another patient was a big husky who constantly threatened to kill 
people, He was most reluctant to take off his clothes at night. The first 
night an attendant, terrifying but not really brutal, took thirty min- 
utes of divided attention between him and other patients getting 
him undressed. First he swore at him, then beat him with a towel, 
and finally whaled him over the head and back with the soft part 
of the broom. Actually the man was not physically hurt, but he was 
frightened half to death. Finally he gave in and undressed. For 
the next two days I cultivated this man without appearing to make 
much headway, but the third night, merely by talking to him, I was 
able to get him completely undressed in less than five minutes of 
fluctuating attention. 

“In one ward when a working patient charged me with his mop, 
I smiled at him with as genuine a show of interest as I could muster 
and said, ‘Well, Joe, what’s the matter now?’ He stopped short, 
rubbed his eys, shook his head like a dog shaking off water, and re- 
turned to his mopping without a word. I was not there long enough 
to win the degree of friendliness with him that one of the other 
COs had acquired, but it was interesting that that attendant was never 
threatened with attack. 

“Most of the mental hospital COs are genuine pacifists, convinced 
that there is a force of good will more powerful than violence and 
more permanent in its gains for the individual and for society. They 
want to put their faith to work at a point of real need and welcome 
the disagreeable and often dangerous work of the mental institutions. 
It is noteworthy that I heard not one complaint about the work from 
any of the more than a hundred men with whom I worked in the 
hospitals.” 


War Impedes Scientific Progress 


Some time ago Between the Lines advised you that top flight 
scientists were exploding the “good out of evil” myth regarding the 
advances made in scientific achievements and discoveries during war 
time. We told you then that “war definitely and drastically impedes 
the forward move of science.” 


Now we have fresh evidence that our previous report to you was 
based on fact. Speaking to the New York University Institute on 
Post War Reconstruction, Dr. Frank B. Jewett, vice president of the 
American Telephone and Telegraph Company, said: “Progress in 
certain fields of scientific knowledge has been offset by a virtual 
cessation of research work in others that are not considered essential 
to the war. In the main it has been an intense utilization of ac- 
cumulated knowledge and skills for a particular limited objective, 
and much of the result has little prospective use outside the domain 
of warfare.” 

Dr. Jewett stated that although the war has resulted in many 
new inventions, the “conditions which are mandatory for general 
scientific progress” have disappeared and that only a very few tech- 
nical discoveries since the war, such as radar and penicillin, will have 
peacetime uses.
